But, in any event, the death penalty is a penalty far 
too aevere. The Rosenbergs will never have a ohanoe of proving their 
innooenoe unless they remain alive, 

I want to urge all people, Irrespeotlve of religloue, eooial or 
polltleal beliefs to Join the appeal for Cleoenoy for the Roseaberge. 
1 know by ny own experience how easy it is to put human life in 
Jeopardy, Please help.
